PFIZER’S 1957 GRANTS 
TOTAL $1.4 MILLION 


New York, March 24.—Research and 
educational grants totaling nearly $1.4 
million were made last year by Chas. 
Pfizer & Co., Inc., and the Pfizer Founda- 
tion, the pharmaceutical and chemical 
company reported today. The money 
went to educational and medical institu- 
tions in the United States for individual 
financial aid, fellowships and support of 
scientific research. 

In addition, Pfizer’s international sub- 
sidiaries contributed substantial sums in 
support of scientific research in areas out- 
side the United States. 

Of the over-all total, Pfizer officials 
report, approximately half was granted 
in aid to education, and half in aid to 
research.

FORM COUNCIL FOR HEALTH 
CARE OF THE AGED 


Chicago, April 8, 1958—The Founda- 
tion was laid today by some of the most 
important organizations in the health 
field to solve the problem of the health 
care of the aged. . 

For this purpose the American Dental 
Association, the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, the American Medical Associa- 
tion, and the American Nursing Home 
Association announced the establishment 
of the Joint Council to Improve the 
Health Care of the Aged.

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DENTAL X-RAYS 
TAKEN HERE 


Dr. Robert Riemer mans x-ray at Chicago Health Fair 


1 the fine leadership of Chair- 
man Willard Johnson, our Com- 
mittee on Dental Health Education con- 
ducted a nine-day bitewing x-ray exam- 
ination and demonstration at the Chicago 
Museum of Science and Industry, from 
April 19 through April 27, 1958. 

Four bitewings each were taken of 358 
visitors to the Fair. Our records show 
that x-rays have been mailed to Australia, 
Japan, England, Canada, Philippines, 
Hawaii, and Pakistan, as well as to most 
of the States in the United States. 

Publicity for the Fair was very poor 
and our showing was not good until the 
last three days, when most persons came 
in and asked for us, having been told of 
our demonstration by other persons. 

Forty-three health agencies participa- 
ted in the Fair. Chicago Dental Society 


was the only one to have pictorial pub- 
licity. Photos of our exhibit appeared in 
the Sunday Tribune and the Sunday Sun- 
Times. We also were one of the two 
exhibits to be shown on the Fahey Flynn 
TV program. Several spot announcements 
were made concerning the dental x-rays. 

We estimate that approximately 25,- 
000 persons observed our x-ray equipment 
being used. Many persons said they had 
never before seen dental x-rays being 
taken. This type of demonstration is most 
valuable. 

Because of the shortness of the prepa- 
ration time only 12 volunteer dentists 
were obtained. We are grateful to Dr. 
Johnson for serving on three half-days 
and to Dr. Arra of the County Dental 
Department for the assistance of that

Function of the dental hygienist and dental 
assistant in the dental office of today and tomorrow*

t is gratifying to see that such a large 
group is interested in this topic of 
utilizing dental auxiliaries. It is also 

good to see that there are as many mem- 
bers of these auxiliary groups here tonight 
to listen to these presentations and to the 
discussions that will follow. 

When I was asked to appear on this 
program, I was assured that I did not 
have to strive to accomplish the impossi- 
ble. In other words, I cannot possibly 
bring to you all of the attitudes and the 
philosophies of all of the dental assistants 
and of all of the dental hygienists in 
practice. 

I have been close to the field of dental 
assisting for many years and I am also 
quite aware of most of the major prob- 
lems that are being discussed by the den- 
tal hygienists. I believe also that I am 
aware of many questions that the dental 
profession is asking whenever we attempt 
to explain the formal types of education 
that are given to both the dental hygienist 
and the dental assistant. 

In the few minutes that I have in which 
to introduce my topic on the role of the 
dental hygienists and dental assistants in 
a dental office, I would like to limit my 
comments to some broad and general ob- 
servations and then expand upon these 
during the panel discussion. 

Dental hygienists and dental assistants 
recognize that they are a part of the den- 
tal health team. The national associations 
and the local and state societies of both 
of these groups, recognize that they are 
important and valuable to the dental pro- 
fession only if they can assist the dental 
practitioner in expanding the services that

he can render to the patients, making it 
possible for the dental profession to pro- 
vide more dental health care to a greater 
number of persons. 

Much has been said by dentists individ- 
ually and also by some societies relative 
to the duties and the functions of the 
dental assistant and the dental hygienist. 
While many have had high praise for the 
efficiency and the effectiveness of these 
auxiliary personnel, there have been a 
few who have been perhaps a bit critical ; 
who have wondered just exactly what 
were these girls supposed to do. They 
have also asked on a few occasions what 
they should expect a dental assistant and 
a dental hygienist to be able to do in a 
dental office, a hospital dental clinic or 
in a school system. 

Few people perhaps have stopped to 
realize that it was not until June, 1949, 
less than nine years ago, that the first 
real conference was held in Chicago to 
delineate the functions of a dental hy- 
gienist. This was followed in 1951 and 
again in 1954 with additional Workshops 
sponsored by the Council on Dental Edu- 
cation to study the courses of study that 
were needed by the dental hygienists if 
they are to be educated adequately to 
provide the kind of assistance that the 
dentist needs and wants. 

The point that I want to make is that 
while dental hygiene is about 45 years 
old, dating its origin from the time of the 
first Fones’ School, the dental hygiene 
profession is still relatively new, when one 
judges its status from the time that organ- 
ized dentistry, through the American 
Dental Association and through the ef- 
forts of the dental hygienists began to 
study seriously the dental hygienists func- 
tions. 

The same thing is true of dental assist- 
ing. While there have been dental assist- 
ants, receptionists and secretaries em- 
ployed by dentists for many years, it has 
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been only during the last few years, that 
the American Dental Association has had 
conferences and workshops designed to 
define the functions of these girls, with 
a view to designing possible educational 
programs for them. 

The dental assistants and the dental 
hygienists through their Associations want 
to study with you, the dentists for whom 
they work, the functions that they should 
have and the responsibilities that they 
should be given. Panel conferences of 
this type should be useful, for they should 
give the auxiliary personnel an oppor- 
tunity to tell the dentists what it is they 
currently feel is their function, and in 
turn it should give the dentists an oppor- 
tunity to explain to the auxiliary person- 
nel, the kind of assistance that is wanted 
and needed in the dental office. It is rec- 
ognized that not every office has exactly 
the same organization and hence does not 
have the same needs. However, the den- 
tist should be able to make more efficient 
use of his employees, if he knows exactly 
the kind of education and experience that 
they have had and what they are equipped 
to do. 

It might also be well to point out that 
those of us who are involved with the 
work of the American Dental Hygienists’ 
Association and the American Dental As- 
sistants’ Association realize that we have 
an important function to perform in ac- 
quainting dentists with the fact that we 
are auxiliary personnel and that we want 
to function efficiently. We also recognize 
the fact, that as a greater number of aux- 
iliary personnel are educated and as a 
greater demand for their services develops, 
we must continue to study the functions 


‘which are expected. We expect that we 


may need to alter our definitions, from 
time to time of our own functions and 
that in turn, we need to alter the educa- 
tional programs which we provide in our 
schools. Just as the emphasis in our den- 
tal schools is changing from time to time, 
so may we expect the emphasis in our 
curricula to be altered from time to time 
to keep pace with the advances that are 
made in dentistry and therefore the 
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changes that occur in the needs of the 
dental practitioner. 

Dentists for years have been educating 
and training their own dental assistants. 
It is likely that this procedure will con- 
tinue, for there will always be many den- 
tists who will have an office that requires 
a person with special talents, as opposed 
to those special competencies that may be 
desired by another dentist. There will 
always be these differences in needs, and 
yet most dentists also share the view that 
their time is much too valuable for them 
to take a great deal of time out of their 
practice to educate their auxiliary per- 
sonnel. When we work with national 
programs of education, having require- 
ments stipulated by the dental profession, 
we also recognize that we must try to 
educate the girl, according to a prescribed 
plan, which we believe represents the 
needs of the majority of the practicing 
dentists who want to employ well edu- 
cated auxiliary personnel. We believe that 
the dental practitioner who employs a 
dental hygienist for example, can improve 
the efficiency of his office most, if he at- 
tempts to utilize the special skills, knowl- 
edge and abilities that she has. We further 
believe that the dental hygienist who en- 
ters an office must surely try to adapt her 
talents and abilities to the special situa- 
tion of the office in which she is employed. 
It is hoped that both the dentist and the 
dental hygienist will share their views in 
regard to the position that she will assume 
in this office. The same is true of the 
dental assistant. 

In conclusion, I would merely like to 
summarize my remarks by saying that the 
dental auxiliary personnel through their 
Associations and through the efforts of 
their individual members have one major 
objective and that is to serve the practic- 
ing dentist efficiently and effectively. We 
want you, the practicing dentist to be well 
informed on the kinds of responsibilities 
that we can be given and we want your 
assistance in turn in helping us through 
your Association to work out’ improve- 
ments in the educational programs for 
these auxiliary personnel.

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Dentistry’s Future is in Good Hands 


A few weeks ago it was the writer’s privilege to act with seven or eight others 
as judges for the annual Junior American Dental Association meeting of 
Loyola University School of Dentistry. Here, a meeting was held, patterned 
in every detail after what might well have been any large component society 
meeting. All details were handled by student members of the Association. The 
conduction of the meeting was in charge of the program chairman who intro- 
duced several essayists. Each essayist presented a paper on a subject closely 
related to dentistry and did so with the poise and skill of a veteran. It was 
our duty as judges to select the individual who in our judgment presented 
his material in the best manner, had the greater knowledge of the subject, 
and was accorded the best reception by the listeners. The program was pre- 
sented smoothly and with dispatch. 

In the afternoon we were treated to some twenty table clinics which covered 
all phases of dentistry. Again we were called upon to judge these clinics on 
originality, effective presentation, and knowledge of the subject. After both 
the essay program and the clinic program the judges assembled to appraise the 
several essays and clinics. On the basis of the results of this appraisal, three 
prizes were awarded for essays and four prizes for clinics. Also, a general judging 
was made by the vote of the entire student body and cash prizes were given for 
first place in both the essay and clinic divisions. The results of the judging were 
kept secret until the Junior A.D.A. banquet which took place some two weeks» 
later. At that time, under the guidance of the President of the Junior A.D.A. 
and the President of the Student Council, the various awards were given. 

The eager enthusiasm, spirited rivalry, intense interest and the consummate 
skill and ability in which the whole affair was conducted by the students, were 
thrilling to say the least. Indeed, dentistry’s future is in good hands! © 

As I sat there I could not help but think back to my own schoolday experience 
and wonder how far our class would have gotten under such circumstances. 
And, I could not help also but project a few months into the future when the 
senior members of this group will have graduated, successfully passed the State 
board, and then hung out that shingle which indicates they are now members 
of that great healing arts profession, dentistry. Some of the young men will go 
into military service and will still be under a certain amount of supervision. 
It is of the young man who goes directly to an office that I am now thinking. 
He may be in a totally new and strange community and how wonderful it would 
be if in that community there was a “big brother” to whom he might go for 
a little guidance and encouragement—a fellow practitioner whom he could 
phone when one of those situations develops which never occurred while he 
was in school. I in no way mean to reflect on the quality of preparation in the 
dental schools for I am certain that the man graduating from one of these 
schools is eminently qualified to take his place in our profession. This “big 
brother” might not only be a big help and source of strength in reassuring 
young dentists should a difficulty arise, but it might well react to his advantage 
to be in close association with these young men. Maybe some of the enthusiasm
